No figure 
on their new land assessment was 
available from the city assessor's 
office today, because it is still in 
the negotiating stage. 

Other appeals will be heard from 
King Edward Hote! owners protest- 
ing a boost in land assessment 
from $195,400 to $275,000; from 
Birks Building owners protesting 
a boost from $86,830 to $106,330; 
and from Thomson Bullding ow- 
ners, whose assessment was jump- 
ed from $70,000 to $102,000 by the

Restriction on Boys 


That bylaw sought by D. R. McNaugh-
